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THE FUTURE OF CHESTER 


HE importance of the City of Chester as the 

subject of an improvement scheme is far greater 
than would be the case in other places of comparable 
size. Chester is unique in this country as the only 
city where the main roads are actually in the same posi- 
tion and at the same level as those laid down by the 
Romans when they built their Legionary camp on this 
site about the end of the first century a.D. Roman 
London lies 18 ft. below the present level, and elsewhere, 
even when elements of the plan have survived, these 
are deep below the existing surface. The fact that 
the actual roads were preserved and subsequently 
cleared accounts for the peculiar formation of the 
Chester ‘‘ Rows,” as the earlier houses of Saxon times 
were built above the debris of the ruined Roman work 
and subsequently wayside stalls found a place at a lower 
level in front of these. Later rebuildings combined the 
two, and thus we reach the type of two-level access 
known as the “ Rows.” 

Through all the centuries, Chester, though it has lost 
its position as an important commercial town, retained 
its place as an administrative centre, a cathedral city, 
a military station and a busy market ; while it is out- 
standing in regard to its archeological and _ historical 
interest. On the north and east the foundations of 
the original Roman Wall are still visible below its 
medieval successor, while southward and westward 
the latter was carried further out to include a larger 
area; it still stands intact, and though the original 
gates were removed as too obstructive, the importance 
of its continuity was so strongly felt that they were 
replaced about the end of the eighteenth century by 
wider arches so that the walking way along the top of 
the wall is uninterrupted. One further opening has 
been made since, in 1937, which was given a very appro- 
priate and beautiful archway designed by the late 
Sir Walter Tapper, R.A. 

The cathedral has always held a dominant place in 
the structure of the city; there is a tradition that a 
Christian church was in existence in Roman times and 
the Saxon foundation was on the site of the present 
St. George’s Church (near the Roman amphitheatre) 
which embodies part of this, its nave being a fine 
example of early Norman work. Subsequently the see 
was transferred to Lichfield and Coventry, but when 
restored to Chester in 1541, on the abolition of the Abbey 
of St. Werburgh, a Saxon saint, the Abbey church 


became the cathedral under the title of the Church of - 


Christ and the Blessed Virgin. It is not one of the 
more important edifices among our cathedrals but is of 
very great architectural interest and particularly notable 
for the magnificent choir stalls. The present proposals 
include the opening up of views of the building from 
various points around it. 

Even more important than the treatment of specific 


buildings is the presentation of the character of the city 
as a whole, which gives a more complete illustration of 
medizval ideas and methods than any other in this 
country. As an active working community at the 
present time the city cannot be treated as a mere 
museum piece, and the problem of the town-planner is 
to harmonise the work of the past with the requirements 
of the present. The spirit of our time would resent 
reconstruction in the form of bogus imitations of 
medieval designs, but at the same time harmony 
demands qualification of purely logical forms in certain 
cases ; the architect’s problem in Chester is to remain 
rational while avoiding discordances. Some measure 
of the traditional attitude towards form and proportion 
combined with present-day principles in structural 
design may best meet the case. 

It is satisfactory to see that the Municipality is in 
co-operation with the Cheshire County Council as regards 
the treatment of the areas outside the city, and that 
matters such as development and by-passing can be 
co-ordinated by the two bodies. It is therefore expected 
that traffic which need not pass through the central area 
will be to a large extent diverted, leaving it only requisite 
to provide an improvement scheme that will deal with 
movement within the town itself, which, as analysis 
has shown, accounts for nearly half the traffic recorded 
at the central crossing. The criticism has been made 
that the proposed inner ring should not have been brought 
within the walled area as is planned on the west and 
south, but as this is intended almost entirely for the 
service of local traffic this criticism hardly appears 
justified, especially as any alternative route outside the 
walls would have been extremely difficult to plan and 
might not have been so efficient for the purpose 
intended. 

Care has been taken to avoid interference with all 
features of artistic value, and alternatives are offered 
where this course can be adhered to at some increase in 
cost, as in the cases of King-street and Pepper-street. 
Provision is made for the parking of public and private 
vehicles at suitable points, and reference is included as 
to possible revisions in the railway system. The 
proposed Civic Centre will be a substantial addition to 
the amenities of the city, and the schemes at other points 
have a definite value. More attention is, however, 
needed to the various road junctions, which could be 
brought into line with present-day requirements by 
comparatively slight modifications ; this is particularly 
the case at The Bars, The North Gate and the junction 
between Parkgate-road and Liverpool-road. 

We can feel confident that all those who have regarded 
Chester as a feature of outstanding interest to the 
nation can rest assured that the present proposals will 
not be detrimental to its architectural character, but 
will in fact enable this to be more fully appreciated.

Replanning the City. 

At a Special Court of Common Council 
on July 17, called by the Lord Mayor, who 
presided, to consider a report of the Im- 
provements and Town Planning Committee 
on the reconstruction of the City of London, 
the interim report of the consultants—Dr. 
Holden and Professor Holford—was adopted 
in principle as a base upon which may be 
constructed the final report, The consult- 
ants’ proposals were published in The 
Builder of July 12. The Committee was 
empowered to instruct the consultants to 
present a further report in a form suitable 
for submission to the Minister of Town and 
Country Planning. 


A Regional Plan for the North-East. 

Tue Minister of Town and Country 
Planning (Mr. Lewis Silkin) has received 
from the North-Eastern Regional Advisory 
Committee an invitation to appoint a con- 
sultant to prepare a Survey and Outline 
Plan for the North-Eastern Development 
Area. The plan will be prepared in the 
light of the Distribution of Industry Act, 
which, inter alia, enables the Government 
to assist in the provision for the needs 
of the area in respect of basic services, 
including transport, power, housing, 
health and other services. This will 
undoubtedly lead to changes affecting the 
area considerably, and it is desirable that 
such changes should conform to a 
general physical plan for the region based 
on a comprehensive survey of all the 
problems involved. 

The Minister, it is announced, feels that 
the important "and difficult task of pre- 
paring this plan is one calling for wide 
and ripe experience and also raising many 
novel issues, and after consultation with 
the Committee he has appointed Mr. G. L. 
Pepler, ©.B., P.P.T.P.L, F.8.1., Hon. 


A.R.I.B.A., and Mr. P. W. Macfarlane, 
A.M.T.P. I. P.A.S.I., to undertake the 
work. 


Mr. Pepler is at present his Chief Tech- 
nical Adviser and would not in the ordin- 
ary course have been retiring from the 
public service at the present time, but 
the Minister feels that it is in the public 
interest to release him at once for this

Proressor A. E, Ricwarpson, R.A., 
F.S.A., F.R.I.B.A., is shortly retiring 
from the Chair of Architecture in the Uni- 
versity of London, which he has occupied 
for the past 27 years. During his long 
term of devoted service to the cause of 
architectural education, the Bartlett 
School has gained greatly in prestige and 
authority. undreds of students have 
passed through his hands, many having 
gained considerable distinction, and few 
can have failed to profit from his teaching 
and contact with his stimulating person- 
ality. Professor Richardson has never 
been merely a teacher; he has always en- 
joyed a busy practice, which has added 
authority to his precepts. Now he pro- 
poses to devote himself to private prac- 
tice. His many friends and admirers will 
expect to see. many more fine works of 
architecture added to those which already 
stand to his credit. 

Students’ Work at the A.A. 

Tue exhibition of students’ work now 
on view at the Architectural Association 
shows a marked improvement on those of 
recent years. No doubt the ending of 
war conditions and the return of the 
school to the atmosphere of the old quar- 
ters may account for this. A multi- 
plicity of subjects has been set—subjects 
which are the problems of to-day. 

Among the first-year subjects is an 
“Architectural Tour of London.’’ Quite 


‘ pleasing are the sketches of places of his- 


toric interest made by W. J. Godwin, 
Sheila Gibson and A. J. Ault, to which 
are added brief informative notes. In the 
second year, one of the principal subjects 
is a Chelsea gymnasium ; that submitted 
by Henry T. Swain, judging from the 
view, is one of the best. 

Amongst the subjects set for the third 
year may be mentioned a ‘“‘ School at 
Royston.”’ The design by H. Hobhouse, 
a one-storey building shown by a set 
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PROFESSOR A. E. RICHARDSON, R.A., 
who is about to retire from the Chair 
of Architecture, the Bartlett School of 
Architecture, London University, after 


27 years. (See Note on this page.) 

of drawings, is good, though the draughts- 
manship is weak, but an excellent model 
accompanies the scheme. ‘‘ A Children’s 
Theatre, Epping,’’ is accompanied by the 
customary plans and a clever model 
by R. E. Carter (third year). A 
house at Hampstead by E. Doudney has 
a careful and well-worked-out set of work- 
ing drawings. The elevational treatment 
is severe—what to-day is termed 
‘modern ’’; such a house would need a 
good garden setting to show it to advan- 
tage. 

In the fourth year, good models are 
shown of terrace housing by J. A. Law- 
rence, J. N. Graham and O. B. Swain. 
The scheme of the last named shows 
originality. Also of interest at the 
moment are the sketches, details and 
historical studies of Regent’s Park by Miss 

. G. J. Hartshorn and I. D. Grant. 
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Amongst the problems set in the fifth- 
year course are ‘‘ Flats in Chelsea.”” A 
striking design is that by C. E. P. Day. 
A Church at Blackheath, by M. D. 
Beasley, follows the mode of some present- 
day church architecture without going to 
extremes. Its general relative propor- 
tions are excellent, and its austerity is 
relieved by sculptural groups. It is pleas- 
ing to see the younger designers finding 
a use for the work of sculptors and crafts- 
men now training in our art schools. 

Suggested ‘‘ Houses, Carlyle-square,’’ 
by Selina Maltby, attract attention, not 
only by a perspective drawing but by the 
whole conception. A noticeable feature in 
the scheme is the use of colour. Many 
other schemes deserve mention, but lack 
of space prevents a fuller notice. The 
A.A. masters are to be congratulated on 
their tuition, and the students on their 
efforts. Work at the A.A. seems to be 
taken more seriously than has sometimes 
been the case in recent years. 


Architect Flies to Gold Coast. 

Mr. Maxwetn Fry,’ F.R.I.B.A., 
B.Arch., is flying to the Gold Coast with 
plans prepared by himself and his wife 
for the Gold Coast Government. Among 
the designs he is taking are those for a 
hospital for Kumasi, the seat of the 
Government of Ashanti, and a girls’ 
school to be built on a hill site outside 
Cape Coast. 

Preserving Ancient York. 

Srvce the beginning of the century York 
has lost many of its interesting and 
characteristic buildings, and in order to 
prevent further losses of this kind the 
York Civic Trust for Preservation, 
Amenity and Design was inaugurated at a 
meeting held last week at the city’s 
Mansion House. A brochure states that 
it is evident that a society of watchmen 
is needed to help preserve what remains 
of ancient York, and adds that in the past 
many buildings ‘could have been saved had 
the danger been appreciated in time and 
had York possessed the necessary 
organisation.

Fife C.C. Planning Report. 

Tue first annual report of ithe Fife 
County Council Planning Committee, 
1945-46, by Mr. M. E. Taylor, M.T.P.I., 
A.R.I.B.A., County Planning Officer, 
presented recently, is a clear and com- 
prehensive survey of the complex planning 
problems of the area. During the past 
year, it is stated, not only have two 
townships been planned for, but many 
smaller but yet important schemes have 
been fitted into the general plan for the 
county. Among the many subjects 
touched on in the report are coal and 
housing, industries, green belt, education 
and reservation of sites, regional water 
scheme, open cast coal production, 
redundant A.R.P. premises, preservation 
of woods and trees, etc. 


Factory Building Schemes Progress.

From The Builder of 1846 
Saturday, July 25, 1846. 

We like to rank works of art by their 
real merit; we cannot understand why, 
after an edifice has been held up to fame 
as the finest of its class, it should, unless 
justly so, at once sink into insignificance.

Every period in the history of 
architecture, every local peculiarity, finds 
its delineator and of all these materials 
are we to make nothing whatever? 
Nothing so far have we done but to copy 
them; every fresh discovery is the herald 
of a fresh fashion, and one day we may 
forget the architecture of the middle 
ages and copy the rude shapes and the 
monsters of Chiapas and Yucatan. 
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CHESTER: THE PLAN FOR REDEVELOPMENT 


A REVIEW OF THE REPORT 

Tue report on the Redevelopment of 
Chester, by Mr. Charles Greenwood, 
M.I.C.E., M.T.P.I., etc., the City 
Engineer, just issued,* opens with an 
historical study of its past dating from 
Roman times, and includes an appen- 
dix by Mr. P. H. Lawson, F.S8.A., 
F.R.I.B.A., on the subject of its old 
buildings. These surveys are justified 
as a background of the Chester of 
to-day: a city of antiquity, tradition 
and custom, of Roman and medizval 
remains and picturesque half-timber 
buildings, of old and narrow streets 
flanked by the unique Rows and many 
fine old buildings. It still remains a 
city of charm and beauty, and the 
report states that the aim is to main- 
tain and preserve these. 

The Chester town planning scheme 
had its first inception when, on Octo- 
ber 3, 1919, the City Council passed a 
resolution to prepare a plan for the 
undeveloped land within the city 
boundary; this was subsequently ex- 
tended to include land outside this— 
namely, the urban district of Hoole, 
and parts of the rural districts of 
Chester and Tarvin. The built-up 
part of the city was included in 1930.

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Chester was a member of the Joint 
Committee of Local Authorities set up 
by the M.O.H. in 1920 to prepare a 
regional planning scheme for Chester 
and Flintshire, for whom Messrs. 
Abercrombie, Kelly and Fyfe prepared 
a report in 1923. As regards Chester, 
this report considered that to attempt 
to make it into a commercial, distri- 
buting, docking and industrial centre 
would be a mistake, as this would in- 
volve too drastic a remodelling. 
Chester would react to developments 
westward, but it should do so without 
losing its present predominating char- 
acteristic of amenity. 


Planning. 

iIn Chester, where damage by enemy 
action has been almost negligible, the 
urge for redevelopment has not been 
so keen as elsewhere, but plans are 
equally necessary if past mistakes are 
to be avoided and the future growth 
of the city is to proceed on proper and 
orderly lines. The two chief defects 
are, first, the old and overcrowded 
areas of outworn small-type houses, 
and, secondly, the need for improved 
traffic facilities to relieve the acute 
congestion in the heart of the city, 
particularly during the week-ends in 
the summer months. The Council 
was, before’ the war, actively engaged 
in the clearance of the worst of the 
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slum property, and intends as soon as 
possible to resume this work. A 
natural concomitant of clearance 
schemes is the redevelopment of 
cleared areas and the provision of new 
housing estates. The Corporation has 
sufficient land at Blacon for nearly 
1,000 houses, and additional sites are 
available when required. The traffic 
problem demands the proposed new 
roads and widenings that form an im- 
portant feature in the report; which 
defines the aims of its proposals as 
the preservation of the inner area as 
far as possible in its existing form 
and character, making such adjust- 
ments as may be necessary within its 
present structure. Extensive schemes 
involving the widening of main streets 
would be suicidal, so that relief must 
be found in the construction of outer 
and inner by-passes, the former to 
divert heavy through traffic, and the 
latter to provide for local traffic move- 
ment. It is laid down that the archi- 
tectural treatment of all new build- 
ings within the walls should conform 
in character with those existing, while 
outside they might be more modern 
in design, not blatant nor vulgar, but 
of a type distinguishing the new city 
from the old. 


The Civic Centre. 

The area selected for the civic centre 
adjoining the present City Hall, and 
not occupied by any building of first 
importance, is clearly a sound pro- 
posal. It fits in well with the ring 
road through the north-west section 
of the city and has thus good access 
from both east and west. The plan 
also improves the approaches and sur- 
roundings of the hospital here, which 
is about to be extended. 


The New Town Area. 

A comprehensive scheme for re- 
developing this area, which lies be- 
tween the two railway stations and is 
at present occupied by obsolescent 
houses, contemplates both drastic re- 
planning and a new industrial zone in 
the northern portion adjoining the 
railway yard. The ultimate decisions 
here will depend on whether any modi- 
fication is made in the railway plan- 
ning; it is thought that it may be 
possible to bring all trains to the 
General Station and abandon the 
Northgate terminus for passenger 
traffic, ur even to remove it entirely. 
In connection with this scheme it is 
also suggested that the scattered retail 
shops mainly adapted from dwelling- 
houses should be transferred to Brook- 
street as a centralised shopping area. 


The Amenities. - 

The statistical survey shows that, 
although Chester seems fairly well pro- 
vided with open spaces, the total area 
of these is less than half of what is 
now the recognised allowance, and 
they are mainly situated to the south 
of the city, so that it would be desir- 
able to allocate some 170 acres to the 
northerly districts. Provision is made 
in the Blacon housing scheme, but 
similar treatment would be demanded 
elsewhere for playing fields and general 
recreation. 

The old city has a great asset in 
the pleasant walk all along the top 
of the wall, but this is not what it 
might be, as in many places the view 
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is screened by buildings or looks into 
back premises littered with rubbish 
and other materials. Such obstruc- 
tions should be cleared away and the 
views from the walls opened up; an 
example of what may be done on these 
lines is given in the treatment of the 
area between the wall and Frodsham- 
street, which is specially important, as 
it opens up a view of the Cathedral 
from the east. 

The River Dee provides the princi- 
pal amenity, and the suitable de- 
velopment of its frontages is advo- 
cated; these can be made accessible 
throughout, except where a small por-

tion is allotted to industry. There is 
a great deal of boating above the 
Weir. Grosvenor Park should be ex- 
tended to the river, and there should 
be a continuous walk along all the 
banks, with as many points of access 
to it as possible. Other steps are 
recommended to make the Dee a fine 
social and pleasure resort in an ideal 
setting. H. V. LaNcHESTER. 
The report is one on which the 
authors may well be congratulated The 
historical survey has brought together 
a collection of old prints and new 
photographs which do much to prepare 
the mind of the reader for the planning 


treatment, recommended in the subse-

THE PROBLEM CONFRONTING THE GOVERNMENT AND 
Education Authorities with their post-war building 
scheme might be summarised as follows :— 

(1) The Education Act, 1944, required improved 
standards of space and accommodation generally. 

(2) The raising of the school-leaving age increased 
the potential requirement for accommodation. 

(3) The suspension of school building during the 
waz resulted in an increasing demand for accommo- 
dation, regardless of other factors. 

In consequence, authorities were faced with an accom- 
modation demand for a greatly increased school popu- 
lation and, moreover, accommodation that was to be 
of a better standard than ever before. This produced 
what seemed an impossible situation and one which 
could be met only in two ways :— 

(1) By forcing Education Authorities to make shift 
for some years, while proceeding with traditional 
building as fast as possible. Obviously this would 
have resulted in chaotic conditions for some years: 
(2) by providing temporary accommodation. 

The Ministry of Education decided in favour of the 
latter, and a considerable amount of work has been 
done on these lines. Another solution, however, is 
illustrated by St. Audrey’s School, Hatfield, which is 
being opened to-day, July 26, by the Rt. Hon. 
Ellen Wilkinson, the Minister of Education. This con- 
sists of light permanent construction, which provides 
accommodation to the standards required by the Act, 
but which is cheaper than heavy traditional construc- 
tion and much more economical in the demands 
made on skilled building labour. The report of the 
R.I.B.A. Committee on Schools issued during the erec- 
tion of St. Audrey’s condemned the Ministry’s policy 
of providing temporary accommodation, and rein- 
forced and underlined the principles involved in the 
special light construction used at this school. (For 
report of R.I.B.A. Committee on School Design and 
Construction, see The Builder, July 20, 1945.) 


The greater part of the original school was destroyed 
by a flying bomb in October, 1944. The assembly 
hall, however, although badly damaged, was repaired 
and restored to its original condition by the County 
Council. On to this assembly hall was built a new 
school consisting of nine classrooms, with administra- 
tive accommodation and cloakrooms and _ lavatories. 
The plan, governed largely by a restricted site, 
arranges the classrooms in two blocks connected by 
the cloakroom accommodation. 

The construction consists essentially of a light steel 
frame on concrete foundations. Roofing is Robertson’s 
protected metal sheeting, which is quickly and easily 
applied. The greater part of the external walls con- 
sists of windows with 1l-in. cavity brick construction 
below cill level. Partitions are 4}-in. brick. All 
internal brickwork is fair-faced, and plastering of wall 
surfaces has been avoided throughout. 

Wood-wool slabs on light steel angles have been 
used for the corridor roof and are covered with con- 
erete screeding and asphalt. The wood-wool is an 
excellent sound absorbent and in use has proved of 
considerable assistance in reducing noise in the corri- 
dors. Windows to the classrooms are continuous and 
extend from the 3-ft. high cill to the ceiling. Con- 
tinuous clerestory windows provide cross ventilation 
and additional light. 

A dado of brown bricks, with cream bricks above, 
forms the basis of the colour scheme, and to this has 
been added ivory for the ceilings and turquoise blue 
for radiators, fittings, etc. ‘Negative and institutional 
colours have been avoided entirely, and the result is 
that the school as a whole is cheerful and colourful. 

Since the erection of St. Audrey’s School the Ministry 
of Works, on behalf of the Middlesex County Council, 
has commissioned Mr. Lobb to design two schools in 
Ruislip. These are at present under construction and 
the first one will be finished in September of this year. 
The general contractors are Messrs. John Laing and 
Son, Ltd., of Mill Hill, N.W.7.

ARTS CENTRE 
FOR BECKENHAM 


Tue Arts CENTRE FOR BECKENHAM, 
Kent, illustrated in these pages by 
model and plans, has been prepared 
by a special committee of the 
Beckenham Planning Group—of 
which Mr. L. A. Culliford, 
F.R.I.B.A., A.M.T.P.I., is chair- 
man—and presented to the Borough 
Council. This group believes that 
there exists in the borough (which 
has a population of 70,000) a wide- 
spread desire for a theatre, concert 
hall, and a place where exhibitions 
may be held, and appointed, in 
May, 1945, the special committee to 
inquire into the matter; the subse- 
quent memorandum was approved 
at a public meeting on April 25 
last. 

The memorandum suggests :— 

(a) A THEATRE to accommodate 
750. This would be available for 
professiona] repertory companies 
and for amateur performances. 

(b) A Concrrr Hatt to accommo- 
date 1,000. This could also be used 
for dancing, as a cinema, and for 
meetings. 

(c) A Smatut Hatt for exhibitions. 

(d) CommitreE Rooms, for use 
either for meetings or perhaps for 
classes of a cultural character. 
Being en suite, they could be 
thrown together to form another 
exhibition hall. 

(e) RESTAURANT to accommodate 
200 persons. This is designed 
primarily for service when the 
other parts of the building are in 
use, but might also be open for 
everyday use. 

In preparing the design, no speci- 
fic site was envisaged, but the 
scheme is flexible and could be 
edapted to any site. With present 
fluctuating prices, it is difficult to 
estimate very accurately a probable 
cost, but as a guide it is suggested 
that the building could be erected 
for about £80,000, including about 
£5,000 for the cost of the site. Pos- 
sible income is estimated at £6,750, 
and expenditure at £3,000.

‘* Resettlement Within the Professions.” 
To tHe Eprror or The Builder. 

Smr,—I am sorry that your corre- 
spondent ‘‘ Ex-R.A.F.” did not sign his 
letter, but if he would care to get into 
touch with me direct I shall be glad to 
reply in detail to the questions raised in 
his letter published in your issue of July 
19 and to give him all the help I can. 

I should, however, point out that the 
R.ILB.A. has done everything in its power 
to help those returning from national 
service and also to press the Government 
to provide assistance to enable them to 
complete their qualifications and to find 
suitable employment. But it should be 
remembered that the R.ILB.A. is an 
examining and not a teaching body. This 
was the principle underlying the R.I.B.A. 
memorandum on ‘‘ Educational Facilities 
for Architectural Students returning from 
National Service,’? which was published 
in the R.I.B.A. Journal and the pro- 
fessional Press in December, 1944, and 
also in the R.I.B.A. Journal Supplement, 
copies of which were sent to all serving 
members and students. The memorandum 
gave a list of the Recognised Schools, it 
drew attention to the Government’s 
‘Further Education and Training 
Scheme,’’ and it recognised the need to 
cater both for full-time and external study. 
It drew particular attention to the under- 
taking of the Headmasters of Recognised 
Schools to give ‘‘ guidance and advice 
about the educational facilities available for 
part-time or evening study,’’ whether at 
their own schools or in other local insti- 
tutions, and ‘‘to advise about the 
arrangements made for refresher courses 
to meet the needs of those already quali- 
fied but who desired further instruction 
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in subjects relating to architectural prac- 
tice and procedure.”’ 

It is relevant also to mention the 
“* Digest of War-iime Legislation ”’ pre- 
pared by the R.I.B.A. and issued free to 
members. Copies of this Digest are avail- 
able for the use of non-members. 

I think, therefore, it will be agreed that 
the R.I.B.A. did offer a helping hand. 
The other is still available for your corre- 
spondent to grasp.

To THE Epitor or J'he Builder. 


Str,—The letter by ‘“‘ Ex R.A.F.’’ pub- 
lished in last week’s issue of 7'he Builder 
recalls to mind the position of young ex- 
service architects at the end of the 1914- 
1918 war. 

The burden of this letter is to try to 
point out the position (which must be 
general) of “civilian”? architects—survi- 
vors of the 1914 war—who were too old 
for service in the Armed Forces. Owing 
to their ripe experience these were con- 
sidered very useful and necessary in the 
work of preparing schemes, working 
drawings and estimates, and in supervis- 
ing the erection of air-raid shelters, first- 
aid posts, wardens’ posts, decontamination 
centres, etc., for which work local autho- 
rities, who were then practically the only 
employers during the war, paid in the 
main inadequate salaries, with the conse- 
quence that pre-war architects in practice 
on their own account, builders, builders’ 
managers, clerks of works, etc., were, as 
each year of the war went by and the 
cost of living steadily went up, subsidis- 
ing their employment from their past 
savings, from such capital as they might 
happen to have accumulated, or sale of 
businesses in the case of builders. 
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Now that the war years are through 
and savings almost gone, the architect is 
still highly valued for his experience and 
ability, and can have more than his share 
of ‘paper’? work—he may obtain a 
licence to build in time, but as to being 
able to complete his job, he has to live in 
expectation that some shortage or lack of 
necessary materials may hold up the com- 
pletion of the job for months. In the 
meantime, no fees are realised, as most 
clients (especially to-day) will not pay up 
till their job is completed. The architect’s 
life—like the policeman’s—is not a happy 
one ! Ex-War ARCHITECT. 


Housing Development in Wiltshire. 
To tHe Eprror or The Builder. 


Str,—I was interested to read recently 
the official report of houses completed in 
Wiltshire to May 31. 

It was startling to find that, over 12 
months after the end of the war in 
Europe, the whole of the local authorities 
of Wiltshire, Boroughs, Urban and Rural 
Districts (25 in number), had completed 
only three houses between them. During 
the same period I note that, notwithstand- 
ing all the obstacles and discouragements 
it had had to face, private enterprise has 
completed 87 permanent houses in Wilt- 
shire. 

It is impossible for local authorities, with 
all the arrears of other work they have to 
do owing to the war, to undertake the 
whole building programme of permanent 
houses, which is what the Government is 
asking them to do. 

Under present conditions the building 
trade is hamstrung and ‘“‘ browned off ”’ 
and, unless the present policy is altered 
and builders are encouraged to build houses 
without so much interference and form- 
filling, the country will not get the houses. 

Notwithstanding all the Government’s 
so-called planning, and the fact that Parlia- 
ment has given the Ministry of Works 
£100,000,000 to go into the building 
material trade in a big way, it is impossible 
for contractors to get any delivery dates of 
materials which can be relied on. 

Then, again, the only man who knows 
what the houses should cost is Mr. Aneurin 
Bevan, the Minister of Health, who wants 
the houses built to a standard price of 
21s. 6d. to 22s. per foot super, irrespective 
of what work or fittings are put into the 
houses, and irrespective of the site. 

Since this price was fixed, there have 
been very substantial increases in wages 
(4d. per hour), and also in most materials 
used in a house, and these are still going 
up, yet the Minister insists that the prices 
should not be increased. He ee that 
increased output will cover all these extra 
costs, but can he expect to get extra out- 
put now that the rations have been cut 
down and bread is now rationed ? 

Building trade workers have never been 
allowed the extra cheese ration, although 
most of them are not able to get home to 
a midday meal, and can find very little in 
the present rations to keep them going on 
what is hard manual work. 

The Government never has disclosed the 
cost of the prefabricated houses, and the 
only information we have on this is the 
estimated cost as shown in the Govern- 
ment’s White Paper, which shows some of 
these houses costing well over 40s. per foot 
super. RAE 

I think it must be obvious that it is im- 
possible for the Minister of Health to tie 
the permanent houses to a fixed price until 
the price of wages and materials can be 
stabilised, and these again are vitally 
affected by every increase in the cost of 
coal and railway charges.

THE ARCHITECTURAL ASSOCIATION 


ANNUAL PRIZE DAY AND OPENING 
OF EXHIBITION 

THERE was a crowded meeting at 56, 
Bedford-square, W.C.1, when the Archi- 
tectural Association had its prize day and 
opened its exhibition on Friday, July 19. 
Mr. Graham Dawbarn (President of the 
Association) was in the chair and opened 
the proceedings. 

Ma. : Scanen Brown, A.R.1.B.A., 
(Principal of the School), speaking of its 
present position, said that last summer 
there had been a refresher course for 
American ex-service men, at which one 
hundred students attended. This course 
finished a year ago, and immediately after 
the school had opened with 350 students 
and 30 staff. For the coming year there 
had been enrolled 450 students, mostly 
ex-service men, and there remained a 
waiting list of 140 ex-service men. 

ey Max Arrxen, D.S.O., M.P., 
etc., followed, saying that he had looked 
round the work exhibited in the various 
studios and been amazed at the ingenuity 
and high standard of workmanship. He 
had been brought up in a strict family 
as regards workmanship, being led to 
believe that you got nowhere without 
the hardest of work and the greatest of 
skill, and looking at the drawings of the 
students he had been astounded at the 
amount of work and its excellence. He 
was himself no architect; he knew what 
he thought was right, but generally every 
architect told him he was wrong. For 
example, he liked the new Waterloo 
Bridge, but was told by architects that 
the old one was better. When he said 
he liked modern buildings he was told 
old ones were to be preferred. When he 
said he liked the Houses of Parliament 
he was laughed to scorn. 

During the war his whole job had been 
to knock down buildings, and he was 
now glad to encourage architects to put 
our own buildings back. Never had archi- 
tects had such an opportunity in the 
history of this eens and perhaps in 
the history of the world. What was to be 
the future of architecture? It was not just 
going into a Government concern or a 
local authority to put up the local 
swimming bath or kiosk in the park. It 
was a very much bigger thing than that 
in these days. From what he had seen 
of the school he had got the impression 
that it was based on individualism, and 
he believed. that individualism was the 
core of the greatness of this country. He 
believed the great architects of the future 
would be individualists, building on their 
own merits, and he believed that those 
who had been students of this school 
would go a long way. A past Principal 
of the school had been Robert Atkinson, 
father of John Atkinson, whom they all 
knew. Robert Atkinson had been a great 
individualist. When his (Mr. Aitken’s) 
father had embarked on a_ disastrous 
racing career, and had decided to have a 
house at Newmarket, he had asked Robert 
Atkinson to draw up the plans. This 
Robert Atkinson did, and the plans were 
very fine. But unfortunately Mr. Aitken, 
senior, chose Sunday mornings to go and 
see how the house was getting on. 
Robert Atkinson did not agree with 
getting up on Sunday mornings in time 
to get to Mr. Aitken’s by eight o’clock 
so as to accompany him, and after going 
a few times got bored with it. One 
Sunday morning the car was got ready, 
and father and son waited for Robert 
Atkinson. Eight o’clock came and half 
past. At a quarter to nine the building 
owner would wait no longer and drove off 
without the architect. Looking through 
the back window, the son saw a taxi 


draw up at his father’s house. Robert 
Atkinson got out of it and rushed after 
the car, but did not catch it. He (Mr. 
Aitken) knew his father knew that Robert 
Atkinson was behind them because he said 
a little later, ‘‘ That will teach him a 
lesson.’’ But Robert Atkinson did not 
learn his lesson ; he refused to go to the 
house on Sundays. He was a man of 
character, always full of fight and acting 
on his own initiative; and he (Mr. Aitken) 
could not believe that any ag archi- 
tect could conceive anything but freedom, 
acting on his own initiative and knowing 
that by his own efforts he would get to 
the top. At one time Lady Astor had 
lived in Bedford-square. She used to 
hate the end of term, because then the 
square became a bedlam. The Architec- 
tural Association did not consider the 
school a place for dancing, so the stu- 
dents cain to dance round and round 
the square. The other day he had gone 
into a house which used to belong to 
Bernard Shaw. In the dining-room on a 
panel were words which he hoped the 
students would bear in mind for their 
individualism and initiative, ‘‘ They say. 
What say they? Let them say.’ 

The prizes were then distributed. 

Mr. L. H. Keay, O.B.E., P.R.I.B.A., 
etc., proposed a vote of thanks to the 
Hon. Max Aitken, saying that the Archi- 
tectural Association was a body with 
which the Royal Institute had been con- 
nected for many years, and he was per- 
fectly certain that that close association 
and co-operation would extend as the 
years went on. This was his (the 
speaker’s) first visit to the A.A., the 
opportunity not having presented itself 
previously. He would like to congratu- 
late the Principal and staff on the excel- 
lent work on exhibition, and he would 
like to congratulate those who had per- 
formed that work. He had discussed with 
the President of the Architectural Asso- 
ciation whether the right place for a 
school of architecture was in a modern 
building or a building such as this, and 
he advised the Architectural Association 
to hang on to their Adam building as 
long as they could. Learning something 
about it would not have a bad influence 
on aly modernistic work they might pro- 
duce. Ata time like this, when the world 
was losing a great deal of its spirituality, 
we must hang on to the good things of the 
past, remodelling them in the way we 
wanted them to go. By that means we 
could build a worthy England, and by 
that way alone. He would not criticise the 
rather modern trend of the architecture 
downstairs, because one of the most 
imperative things to-day was the right 
of every individual to voice his individu- 
ality. He was glad that very early in 
their studies the students learned the 
art of lettering; it could beautify our 
buildings, and was one of the things we 
were in danger of losing. Another thing 
he was glad to see was that the A.A. had 
practical building studies. How far pupils 
went in that direction he did not know; 
but it was far enough to prevent the 
answer that crotchety old gentlemen like 
himself sometimes got. They said to the 
student, ‘‘ That is very nice, but how do 
you do it,” and the student replied, ‘‘ I 
am an architect, not a builder.’’ Coming 
back to his task of proposing a vote of 
thanks, nothing could be better for those 
who were starting life than to receive 
praise from someone who had made good, 
as Mr. Aitken had done. We owed some- 
thing we could never repay to those gal- 
lant gentlemen who had flown over London 
while we rushed to shelter and hopea 
for the best. 

Mr. Corin Boyne (Chairman of the A.A. 
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Students’ Committee) seconded the resolu- 
tion for a vote of thanks, including in 1t 
not only Mr. Aitken but the President 
and Council of the A.A., for sympathy 
and interest shown in the students, and 
the staff for the assistance they gave.

CONTROL OF CIVIL BUILDING 


Durine the period between August 1, 
1946, and January 31, 1947, the amount 
that, under Defence Regulation 56A, can 
be spent without licence on building work 
om a property is restricted to £10. In 
addition, not more than £2 may be spent 
on any property in any calendar month in 
the period (on a non-cumulative basis). 
These financial limits are contained in a 
new Order (the Control of Building O - 
tions (No. 7) Order, 1946, S.R. & O. Toe. 
No. 1150), which has been made by the 
Minister of Works, and are the same as 
those applicable during the six months 
expiring on July 31, 1946.

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REBUILDING BRITISH 


PRISONS 
BY B. S. TOWNROE, D.L., J.P. 


‘‘ BrivisH prisons are a disgrace and 
should be dynamited,’’ said Sir Harold 
Scott, Commissioner of the Metropolitan 
Police, recently. In the balanced building 
programme which is urgently needed in 
the interest of all sections of the building 
industry, the rebuilding of British prisons 
should find a place, 

But it is improbable that the prisons 
of the future will be heavily constructed 
fortress buildings, like Dartmoor, Penton- 
ville or the Bastille. Pentonville, which 
before the war was to be pulled down 
and used for a housing site, was built 
over a hundred years ago to confine 
prisoners. At that time it was considered 
to be a model prison, so ideal that within 
six years after it had been completed, 54 
new prisons were built to a similar plan 
in various parts of this country. During 
the present century, only one modern 
prison has been erected. The truth is that 
all our British prisons, with the exception 
of Saughton Prison in Edinburgh, are 
slums. 

What will be put up in their place? 
There is every indication that the prisons 
of the future will be much more lightly 
built. They will, in fact, be temporary 
buildings, so that they can be pulled down 
and replaced by new buildings as methods 
of prison reform develop. In the view of 
Sir Harold Scotit, who for a number of 
years was chairman of the Prison Commis- 
sioners, most prisons of the future will be 
minimum security institutions. They will 
mainly be camps, like the camp provided 
for selected prisoners a few miles outside 
Wakefield. There will not be prison walls. 
Bolts and bars and locks and keys will 
be abolished. 

There will, of course, have to be pro- 
vision for the worst type of gangster, the 
reprieved murderer and other violent 
characters who are to-day kept under 
strong guard. What is known as the full 
security prison will continue to be neces- 
sary for the really bad characters. 

But for young prisoners who can in 
many cases be reformed, so that they may 
become self-supporting and independent 
citizens, a different form of prison will be 
needed. One Governor of a convict prison 
has advocated that such prisoners should 
live in hostels, and before they are finally 
released should work in outside factories. 
In short, for certain types of prisoners 
likely to respond to a curative and 
reformative system, it will be necessary 
to build industrial institutions equipped 
with modern machinery, where men can 
be trained for civilian jobs. There may 
also be well-equipped farms attached to 
such institutions, such as that which may 
be found to-day at the Borstal Institution 
at Lowdham Grange, Nottinghamshire. 

No one visiting any of our prisons or 
Borstal Institutions to-day can fail to be 
appalled by the amount of illiteracy, sub- 
normal intelligence and  semi-mental 
defectives. Under the coming system of 
social security, there may in the future 
be less survival of the fittest, and more 
‘‘unfits,”’ epileptics and _ border-line 
children suffering from mental instability 
will grow up to manhood or womanhood. 
For this increasing number it will be 
necessary to build more institutions for 
prisoners handicapped by physical or 
mental defects. It is necessary to be real- 
istic in this matter and to appreciate that 
more provision will have to be made for 
prisoners who are in many cases needing 
medical or mental treatment. This applies 
particularly to alcoholics. The Governor 
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of Holloway Priscn, in his report to the 
Home Office in 1926, stated that about 
70 per cent. of the women were recidivists, 
and of these 50 per cent. were wretched 
alcoholics sent to prisons for drunkenness. 
Dr. Morton, then Governor at Holloway, 
added : ‘‘ If some proper method were de- 
vised for dealing with this unfortunate 
class, the greater part of this prison could 
be closed.”’ 

When Lord Templewood, at that time 
Sir Samuel Hoare, was Home Secretary, 
he advocated the provision of institutions 
for women based on the Cottage Home 
principle. This would mean the building 
of a number of separate houses, each 
designed to accommodate about 24 women 
and a resident staff. Such institutions 
have already been built at Alderson, 
Virginia, by the U.S.A. Federal Bureau 
of Prisons Institution. 

The Prison Commissioners are, of 
course, dependent upon the Treasury, and 
the Treasury is dependent upon Parlia- 
ment, for the provision of the necessary 
funds to carry out all these schemes. It 
is frankly admitted that they will cost 
millions. It is not the purpose of this 
article to argue the advantages and dis- 
advantages of the various schemes put 
forward by prison reformers. But when 
a man with the experience of Sir Harold 
Scott, in his position of Commissioner of 
the Metropolitan Police, is prepared to 
state publicly that British prisons ought 
to be dynamited, clearly we are nearing a 
new phase in British penal reform. 
Whether the financial position of this 
country will permit the full expenditure 
required or not, there is every indication 
that in the years to come there will be 
work for builders in building prisons on 
novel lines and of various types, in order 
to meet different needs. 


ALUMINIUM AND HOUSE 


BUILDING 
A HOUSING CENTRE LECTURE 


THE uses of aluminium in the building 
of houses was the subject of a lecture 
given at the Housing Centre, 13, Suffolk- 
street, S.W.1, recently. Dr. E. G. West, 
Ph.D., B.Se. (of Prefabricated Construc- 
tions, Ltd.), gave the address, and the 
chairman was Dr. E. Ambrose Appelbe, 
M.A., LL.D. Various aluminium articles 
of use in house building were on view. 

Dr. West said his particular concern 
with aluminium was as technical director 
of the Development Association. This 
Association had been concerned with a 
certain amount of prefabrication during 
the last two years, and he would try to 
show the point which had been reached 
in the application of aluminium to 
house building—using pure aluminium 
for some purposes, and, for others, some 
of its alloys, these alloys being of much 
more importance than the pure metal. 
When the end of the war was in sight 
the Ministry of Aircraft Production had 
cut off the demand for aluminium, and 
its producers had considered many other 
possibilities for its further use. One 
possibility that had been tackled auite 
early was the use of aluminium alloys 
in place of steel for temporary buildings. 
That design had not been accepted, but 
the Development Association had gone 
ahead and co-operated with the aircraft 
industry in designing and building the 
prototype of the aluminium prefabri- 
cated bungalow that had been described 
in the Press and had been on show in 
London. Of these temporary bungalows, 
some 54,000 were being produced. In 
each of them there were just under 
2 tons of aluminium alloy that had been 
especially developed in order to use as 
much scrap aircraft material as possible. 


Aluminium in the House. 


Other materials besides aluminium 
were used in the house, e.g., wood for 
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floors, insulating blocks for the walls, 

laster board and other materials for 
inner wall lining, paint, and so on. As 
soon as this programme had been got 
under way, the Development Association 
had concentrated on the all-aluminium 
permanent house. Starting from the 
roof downwards there were several 
possibilities for using aluminium exten- 
sively at a cost not very far different from 
that of more conventional materials; 
there were possibilities, some of them 
coming forward, of using aluminium for 
flat roofs in much the same way as more 
traditional materials. Another possi- 
bility was to use a timber frame for the 
roof with either cast or pressed 
aluminium interlocking tiles. These 
tiles might be very much larger than 
was customary with other materials, 
might be of any shape, and could be 
nalied to the timber without difficulty. 
Cast tiles were rather thinner than 
pressed, but both processes were suitable 
for mass production. Bright and shin- 
ing material on roofs would be in many 
places offensive to the eye; but the tiles 
could be treated by various surface 
treatments to = varying textures and 
colours, and these processes increased 
resistance to corrosion. 

The production of rainwater goods 
from aluminium was rather a New 
departure, but was proving extremely 
useful because of the great shortage of 
cast-iron founding capacity. But the 
Development Association did not envis- 
age aluminium rainwater goods as only 
a temporary substitute for cast-iron; 
they were confident that once house 
builders had used the goods and had 
them on the houses there would be a 
permanent demand for them. He had 
with him a selection of some of the 
goods, in many cases of exactly the same 
dimensions as those of cast-iron. The 
price of an aluminium casting was not 
very far distant from that of a casting 
in iron. They were only one-third the 
weight. They were more robust; they 
did not break because of an accidental 
blow from a hammer or being dropped 
from a height. These considerations 
affected the builder, while from the 
point of view of the householder there 
would be no trouble with rust, because 
there was only a small amount of 
corrosion when the aluminium was 
painted properly. The aluminium 
window, said the lecturer, seemed to be 
accepted; it was specified by a great 
many local authorities and other bodies. 
The aluminium window could be made 
on approximately the same lines as the 
steel window, and could be produced 
economically by die casting. Window 
surrounds and sills, door surrounds and 
lintels were also being produced from 
aluminium as pressed sheets. Door 
fittings, and so on, were becoming 
standard in aluminium. 

Turning to interior fittings, aluminium 
was now being used in quantities for 
sinks, draining boards and _ various 
kitchen cabinet fittings. At present the 
Development Association was not 
sponsoring the use of aluminium for 

umbing purposes, either as _ pipes, 
aps, tanks, or anything of the kind. 
This was due partly to the variety of 
potable waters in this country, some of 
which attacked aluminium, although 
others did not. It would be wise to keep 
away from the use of aluminium for 
plumbing purposes until more was 
known on the subject. A development 
of permanent housing under active 
investigation was the use of especially 
developed sections for floor joists: this 
was entirely because of the shortage of 
suitable timber.

Housing of Homeless Families. 


Mr. Sparks , asked, ;the Minister of 
Health how many families were at 
present being accommodated in rést 
centres, air-raid shelters, public institu- 
tions and: the like by local authorities in 
the Metropolitan Police district; and what 
steps he | ay aoe to take to prevent the 
evietion of families against. whom court 
orders for possession *had been issued, in 
cases where the local authorities had no 
accommodation available. 

Mr. Key said that the figures , the 
Minister had were for rest centres and 
half-way houses in the London Civil 
Defence Region. In that area there were 
at the end of June 719 families so accom- 
modated. Of this number 276 were in the 
County of London. He understood that 
only most exceptionally were homeless 
families accommodated in a public insti- 
tution. In such cases every effort was 
made to transfer them to other accommo- 
dation immediately. It would not be 
proper for the Minister to attempt.to pre- 
vent the eviction of families against 
whom court orders for possession had 
been issued. All he could do was to make 
arrangements for their accommodation 
in common with other people needing 
homes. 


Plasterboard. 

Mr. W. Foster asked the Minister of 
Works if he would make a statement with 
regard to the availability of plasterboard. 

Mr. TOMLINSON said that . produc- 
tion of plasterboard exceeded’ the 
pre-war level, but there was never- 
theless a very serious shortage, since 
large quantities were ‘required at 
present for war damage repairs and for 
use in various types of temporary and 
permanent prefabricated houses, In 
view of the urgency of these require- 
ments, upon which an immediate increase 
in the supply of housing accommodation 
largely depended, it had been reluctantly 
decided that, as a temporary measure, 
the use of plasterboard must largely be 
denied to-new houses of traditional type. 
This meant that alternative methods of 
ceiling construction must be employed 
and guidance on this point, was being 
given to local authorities and to private 
builders under licence. The alternatives 
which could most conveniently be used 
in present circumstances were laths and 
lime plaster (the laths being either the 
traditional timber or expanded metal) and 
insulation board. It was hoped to make 
use of insulation board as much as 
possible in order to relieve the strain on 
the available supply of skilled plasterers. 
He must, of course, emphasise: that as 
soon as the heavy burden of war damage 
repairs was reduced and the temporary 
house programme neared completion 
additional spppiis of plasterboard would 
become available for ceiling;construction 
in new traditional, houses. — 


Housing Policy: 

Mr. Sparks asked the Prime Minister 
if he would state the precise responsi- 
bility of each ministerial department for 
the housing policy of the Government; in 
what way their various functions were co- 
ordinated; and how the conclusions of 
the separate departments, when in con- 
flict, were resolved. 

Mr. Artiee replied: The Minister of 
Health and the Secretary of State for 
Scotland are responsible for housing 
policy, including ‘the design of houses, 
in England and. Wales, and Scotland 
respectively. The Minister of Works has 
a general responsibility for the organisa- 
tion and efficiency of the’ building ‘in- 
dustry as a whole, and advises ‘on ques- 
tions of building . technique: He is 
responsible for erecting temporary houses 
and for estimating the total requirements 
of building materials and components. 
He is also production authority for cer- 
tain of the main building materials and 
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components. The Minister of Supply is 
production authority for materials and 
components falling within the scope of 
the’ general engineering industry. The 
President of the Board of Trade and 
‘Minister of Transport are’ production 
authorities. for certain other materials. 

rdination is secured by regular meei-

Mr. Sparks asked .whether Mr. Attlee 
could hold out any prospect of setting 
up @ single’ Ministry for housing. 

Mr. Artiee said he could not. On the 
eontrary,; amyone who examined. the 
problem. carefully would see that for the 


purpose of housing it was impossible to 
pull to pieces departments which neces- 
sarily had. a wider scope. It would be 


a mistake to think that there would be 
any economy in lumping everything into 
a single Ministry. 

Mr. Lennox-Boyp asked whether Mr. 
Attlee was aware that, to win the General 
Election; he had promised a Ministry of 
Housing. 

Mr. ArttieE: No, Sir. 

Capt. CROOKSHANK asked what steps 
could anyone take to get a house? 

Mr. ATTLEE said that everyone was 
familiar with that. He thought that it 
was common ground that no one ex- 
pected the entire housing deficiency 
resulting from five years of war and 
destruction to be overtaken in 12 months. 


Contracts for Future Building. 


Mrs. Mipp.eTon asked the Minister of 
Health whether his attention had been 
drawn to the activities of some building 
firms in persuading. people who desired 
to own their own houses to enter into 
contracts at present prices for the build- 
ing of houses at some unspecified future 
date when present restrictions on house 
building might’ be relaxed; and whether, 
in view of the harmful effect such con- 
tracts were likely to have upon any pros- 
pects of reduction in the costs of 

uilding, he would take steps to warn 
the public about the inadvisability of 
signing such contracts. 

Mr. Bevan said he was not aware of 
this practice, which was certainly very 
much to be deprecated; he could not 
think many people would be so impru- 
dent as to indulge in it. 


Electrical Fittings. 

Mr. C.. SmitH asked the Minister of 
Works whether the independent com- 
mittee which he had mappings under the 
chairmanship of Sir Ernest Simon _ to 
examine the distribution of building 
materials would include in its inquiries 
the distribution of electrical components 
and fittings. 

Mr. TOMLINSON: Yes, sir. 


Electrical Components. 

Mr. Hare asked the Minister of Health 
whether he was aware that many new 
electricity schemes in rural areas were 
now being held up by the failure of appli- 
cants in existing Rotdes to obtain W.B.A. 
priority for the necessary wiring; and 
whether he was prepared to make some 
concession in this matter in order that 
villages should not be deprived of elec- 
tricity when the electric companies were 
prepared to make the necessary supply 
arrangements. 

Mr. Bevan said that there was_ at 
present a shortage of certain electrical 
components, and W.B.A. priority for 
these could only be given to new housing, 
since, without the components, new 
houses could not be ready for occupation. 
As soon as’the supply position was suffi- 
ciently improved, W.B.A. priority would 
Ke: extended to the wiring of existing 

ouses. 


Tenders for. Housing. 

Mr: Marries asked the Minister of 
Health what was the average price: per 
super. foot of the tenders approved by. 
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his department during the last three 
months.for the, erection of new houses; 
and if he would state the cost per super. 
foot of new houses completed during the 
last'six months where’ the final bill had 
been agreed and paid. 

Mr. Bevan said.’ that'-to! give the 
average price of tenders approved would 
be misleading, owing to the wide varia- 
tion in local circumstances, and would 
tend to raise minimum price to the level 
of the average. The information re- 
quested in the last. part of the question 
was not yet available. 


Rural Water Schemes. 


Mr. Dye asked the Minister of Health 
what was the total number of schemes 
received: by him from the district coun- 
cils, and their estimated cost under the 
Rural Water Supplies and Sewerage Act 
of 1944; to how many he had given his 
sanction; and what progress was ‘being 
made in carrying them out. 
_Mr. Bevan said that formal appliea- 
tions for grant under the Rural Water 
Supplies and Sewerage Act, 1944, had 
been received from 148 local authorities 
in respect of 283 schemes estimated to 
cost £9,138,000. Thirty schemes, esti- 
mated to cost £379,500, had been recently 
finally approved, and a further 38 
schemes, estimated to cost £1,254,000, had 
been approved in principle. He had not 
yet received returns of progress made, 


Houses for Sale to Local Authorities. 


Mr. Bossom asked the Minister of 
Health if he would indicate the progress 
of the two schemes Fosmounded in. his 
Circular 92/46, dated April 30 last, under 
which small house-builders were to be 
invited to build houses for sale to local 
authorities; and if he would arrange for 
statistical information relating to the two 
schemes to be included in his monthly 
Housing Return. 

Mr. Bevan said that approval had been 
given to the use of 51 sites for the erec- 
tion of 1,387 dwellings, of which 95 were 
under construction on June 30. He 
hardly thought that this information was 
of sufficient importance to be included 
separately in the monthly Housing 
Returns. 


Brickworks. 


Mr. D. J. Wr11aMs asked the Minister 
of Works if he was aware that bricks 
were being sent from London to South 
Wales, while local brickworks are idle; 
that this was causing delay to local 
authorities in carrying out their building 
programmes; and what steps were being 
taken to resume production in the. brick- 
works which were now idle. 

Mr. TOMLINSON said he was not aware 
that bricks had recently been sent ‘to 
South Wales from London, but he was 
prepared to arrange for bricks to be sent 
from other areas if local manufacturers 
were unable to meet demands. Brick 
production in South Wales had increased 
steadily in the past six months, and every 
effort was being made to assist a further 
thirteen, works to reopen. 

Mr. Prescott asked the Minister of 
Works how many bricks wére being im- 
gabene from ‘Belgium for Government 

ousing schemes. 

Mr. TOMLINSON said that contracts had 
been placed with Belgian brickmakers 
for 81,000,000. English sized bricks and 
30,000,000 medium sized Belgian bricks. 
These bricks would be used for housing 
and other priority works. 

Mr. Prescott asked the Minister of 
Works. how many bricks had been ex- 
ported to Eire in the last two months. 

Mr. ToMLINSON said ‘that so far as he 
was aware no building bricks had been 
exported to Eire during the last two 
months, Permission to ‘export would 
depend. on circumstances, but it was not 
anticipated that building bricks would 
be. available for export in the next: six. 
months.

Indications are given as to the appro- 
priate measures for the expansion of 
towns and villages and the additional ser- 
vices needed to facilitate these. Seaford 
is dealt with in detail as an example of 
the demands of a seaside town, and West- 
field of a typical village, and the methods 
of dealing with these are reviewed. 
Administrative difficulties are recognised, 
such as the shortage of expert. staff and 
of funds to secure the employment of well- 
qualified advisers’ by local authorities, 
and the too frequent lack of energy and 
initiative in the elected representatives of 
the public both for urban and rural dis- 
tricts.

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COMPONENTS 
THEIR EFFECT ON THE BUILDING 
PROGRAMME — 
SpPHAKING at a meeting of the National 
Council of Building Material Producers 
last week, Mr. Prtxineton,.Chairman of 
the Executive Committee, said it was im- 
portant that there should be no secrecy 
about the Government’s_ building.. pro- 
gramme. They should state what 
wahited to achieve in practical terms so 
that the industry could. take the informa- 


tion as an authoritative guide and get on: 


with the job. That aspect was becoming 
far more important now that we were 
getting through the transitional period. 
Hitherto the Government had been tack- 
ling bottlenecks as they arose, but this 
phase would not last very long, and we 
had to look to the longer term future 
when the stability of the industry could 
easily be badly affected by mistakes and 
omissions. of current planning. Prices, 
licences, labour supply, controls and re- 
strictions of all kinds ultimately came to 
roost in the building programme and the 
Government’s machinery for putting it 
into effect. If the machinery, was not 
properly designed and operated, everyone 
would suffer. There must be a fair mix- 
ture of planning to create stability and 
free elbow room for enterprise and pros- 
perity. Moreover, the machinery must not 
‘be over-centralised, It should be worked on 
the principle that the fullest: information 
should be diffused to the entire industry 
so that everyone could have' the best pos- 
sible means of estimating for himself the 
demand for his.own, products, And. the 
first step was to make the building pro- 
gramme known, 


METAL WINDOWS FOR HOUSES 


Tae Ministry of Health states that there 
is at present a serious shortage of metal 
windows, This shortage, which is due to 
inadequate supplies of rolled steel sections. 
is likely to persist through July and 
August, and although some improvement 
iis expected from September onwards, the 
available supplies are unlikely to be suff- 

mt to meet, all demands before the end of 
this year. To avoid delays, local authori- 
ti6s are, therefore,’ advised to arrange, 
jere practicable, by variation orders 
er their contracts, for the use of wooden 
ndows in lieu of metal where so specified, 
houses for which delivery is required 
iring the next few months and has not 
én guaranteed by the makers, 

A special allocation of timber has been 
made to joinery manufacturers for the 
manufacture of wooden windows to B.S. 
Specifications, and it is understood that 
nsiderable stocks of these are now 
¥ailable. 
"Where the use of wooden windows would 
eftail the consumption of more than two 
f@ndards of softwood per house, and it is 
Gt possible to make adjustments else- 
where to bring the total requirements with- 
im two standards, the Principal Housing 
ificer will be prepared, as an emergency 
méasure during July and August, to issue 
a licence for the small. additional quantity 
of softwood required, The softwood supply 
position is, however, likely to be more diffi- 
cult from September onwards so that local 
‘authorities should be prepared to effect 
‘economies in the use of softwood: in future 
‘specifications for houses which are to be 
fitted with wooden windows. The possi- 


















‘bility of some shortage of metal windows 
<ontinuing into the early part of 1947 must 
‘ve reckoned with, and local authorities will 
greatly assist by arranging for’ wooden 
‘windows to be used in a ‘substantial pro- 
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portion of their houses until, say, March of 
next year. 


In the meantime, where meial windows 
are to be used, local authorities would be 
well advised not to specify any particular 
manufacturer’s windows. Some delay may 
also be avoided if non-galvanised windows 
are accepted, 


BUILDING BOARD: SUPPLIES FOR 
SERVICES OTHER THAN HOUSING 


Crrcutar 148/46 of the M.0.H. to: local, 


and other authorities states that the 
Minister has had under consideration, in 
consultation with the Board of Trade, the 
arrangements for the supply of buildin 
board. in relation to the services for whi 
this Department is the central authority. 
Building board, which comprises insulation 
board, Jaminated building d and hard- 
board, still remains very scarce and as in- 
creasing quantities are required for hous- 
ing, the use of this material for other pur- 
poses must be restricted to the most essen- 
tial needs, For the time being, the onl 
type of hardboard;which can be made avail- 
able for Ministry of Health services is } in. 
standard hardboard. Laminated building 
board is in comparatively better supply 
than other types, and quantities are fold 
by stockists for immediate delivery; the 
use of this type of building board is pre- 
ference to other types, should, therefore, 
be considered wherever possible. 

The supply of building board is care- 
fully planned in advance and allocations 
are made by the Paper Control in respect 
of four monthly periods—i-e., July-October, 
November-February and March-June. To 
assist in maintaining an even distribution 
of. supplies, it is essential that orders 
placed within any four monthly period 
should be limited to the actual amount re- 
quired during that period. 


B.1.D. ANNUAL MEETING 


Reasons for the inadequate supply of 
many building materials and components 
were forthcoming at the annual general 
meeting of the Building Industry Dis- 
tributors held at the Connaught Rooms, 
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London, on July 18, Mr, J, W. Rains, 
President, was in the chair. 


One of the most important explanations 
was furnished by Str Dupitey Pryxe, when 
he said : “‘ There can be no doubt that the 
Government have decided that the pre- 
fabricated housing programme shall be 
carried through in front of the permanent 
housing programme. The point of view of, 
at any rate, the housing officer of the 
Ministry of Supply is that, on the whole, 
it would be to the advantage of merchants 
to get rid of this prefabricated housing as 
soon as possible. I do not think it is of 
any use saying anything to the Ministries 
about this proposal, for they have decided 
to fill the requirements Sy prefabricated 
housing first.’’ 

The speaker went on to refer to the re- 
cent setting up of an independent com- 
mittee to examine the organisation and 
methods of distribution .of building 
materials and components, with particular 
reference to cost and efficiency. It..was 
hoped that the Committee would get to 
work next month; meanwhile B.I.D. had 
been invited to make a written statement 
of evidence. A similar invitation had been 
sent to manufacturers and builders, 

Among the essential points which the 
Council of B.I.D. recommend shall be taken 
into account in any submission made to the 
Committee are: (a) Planned distribution 
to facilitate proportion of composite 
articles; (b) science of distribution and 
technical knowledge of distributors gained 
by experience; (c) knowledge of local con- 
ditions and regulations; (d) service ren- 
dered to the building industry. S 

Mr. A. E. L. Rosey, Pabee the 
report of the Decorators’ and Glaziers’ sec- 
tion of the Commodity Committee, gave a 
further indication of materials in short 
supply. ‘‘ Owing to the world shortage of 
linseed,’”’ he explained, ‘‘ further restric- 
tions in the supply of paint are to be 
expected and, ‘as from the beginning of 
August, new arrangemenis with regard to 
the uses of linseed oil for the manufacture 
of paint, etc., are to be brought into force. 


Building Paint. ; 

‘* Although the output will be restricted, 
one of the main categories for manufacture 
will be building paint which, however, will 
only be Hedin 6 under the W.B.A. certifi- 
cate, unless the manufacturer has a surplus 
over and above W.B.A, requirements, 
which is unlikely. ; 

‘‘There will, however, be a certain 
amount of free paint for sale by retail, 
that is, to the general public and to the 
small decorator, which is likely to be 
packed in special tins labelled ‘ Building 
Maintenance Paint,’ which will be 
available without certificates. This supply, 
however, is likely to be only very small, 
and it is for the purpose of supplying the 
general public as far as possible.”’ 

Other materials in short supply were also 
discussed, notably asbestos cement, on 
which it was reported that supplies were 
difficult to get and were likely to remain so 
until the end of February, 1947, at the 
earliest. At the moment, manufacturers 
were unable to effect replacement of dis- 
persal stocks of flat and corrugated sheets. 
In order to assist merchants in dealing with 
small orders with W.B.A. priority, the sug- 

estion had been made to the Ministry of 
Works that such orders might be collated 
for delivery in one lot to a merchant’s de- 
pot, whence they’ could be distributed. 
This procedure had now been adopted. 


Luncheon Address. 

THe Rr. Hon. Jonn Witmer, M.P., 
Minister of Supply, was the guest of 
honour at the luncheon which followed 
the meeting, and in the course of his 
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address the Minister urged the company 
to do their level best to overcome the 
numerous difficuities with which he knew 
they were beset in their business activi- 
ties. 

“T know that you represent most of 
the builders’ and plumbers’ merchants in 
the United’ Kingdom, and for better or 
for worse you and I are partners in a big 
enterprise. We have got to g° througu 
with this enterprise in which we are 
jointly engaged, for it is vital’ to the wel- 
fare and happiness of the people of this 
country. 

‘‘ We have not come through this war 
to tolerate for long a state of affairs where 
thousands of families are without homes 
and the responsibility for providing those 
homes rests on us, on you as well as on 
me. I cannot do a great deal towards the 
fulfilment of that responsibility without 
your help, though I expect you think 
you could do a great deal without my help. 

‘* This housing drive has many elements 
to it. Labour, for instance, is a very 
difficult problem. In fact, it is at the 
back of all the difficulties we are up 
against. We are really trying to do too 
much, for we have so much arrears to 
make up and so much damage to reparr.” 

The Minister went on to explain many 
of the production difficulties with which 
the country was faced, and added that 
taany items that were now in short supply 
were really being produced in greater 
numbers than ever before, but still the 
production was not. yet. high enough to 
meet the greatly increased demand. 

Nevertheless, he was glad to say that 
all-round outpot was steadily climbing 
month by month, though there could be 
no time for satisfaction until the supply 
equalled the demand. 


The Reason for Control. 

The speaker continued: ‘‘ No doubt 
many of you will want to ask, ‘ When 
are you going to leave us to run our 
businesses in our own way?’ The answer is 
that you cannot until there is a balanced 
supply and demand. So long as.there, is 
an acute shortage of tho necessaries of 
life we have to have control. You have 
only to travel outside this island to 
countries where there is a shortage and 
no control of distribution to see a state 
of affairs which none of us in this country 
would like to see here. 

“‘ If you know of any way in which we 
can do our job better than we are doing 
it, I beg of you to tell me, but there is 
one point I should like you to bear in 
mind, All this vast production has got 
to be distributed smoothly and quickly, 
and that is where you come in. The pro- 
ducts must not accumulate on the floors 
of the factories. They must be quickly 
moved on to the next stage of distribution. 
The place for building materials is not 
on the floors of factories that produce 
them. 

“There are some things, however, 
which, in-spite of our efforts, we cannot 
produce quickly enough. Cast iron items 
are in this category. You can help us 
by informing: your customers that the sub- 
stitute materials are just as good and 
not to wait for the cast iron products. 
I am sure you will sée how this will 
make a vital difference in getting the 
housing programme finished.”

A New Scaffold Jack. 

A new type of climbing scaffold jack 
“The Brikon,” has been patented and 
placed on the market. by Messrs. Joseph 

radbury and Sons, Ltd., Its purpose 
is to enable a scaffold-stage to be main- 
tained at optimum levels for work, for by 
this means improved working conditions 
can be obtained which should be accom- 
panied by useful increases in output. The 
jacks, in whose design and testing’ the 
Building Research Station co-operated, 
consist essentially of two eccentrically 
loaded tipping plates 23 in. apart, 
through which standard scaffold poles 
pass. A sharp edge on the bearing sur- 
face of the plate. is forced against the pole 
by the movement induced by the eccentric 
load, and. ‘“‘bites”’.into the pole. The 
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The “ Brikon’’ Scaffold Jack. 


edge is shaped so as to get a line contact 
of about # in. on the pole. Each jack is 
fitted with a removable operating handle 
and a reversing lever which enables the 
jack to be moved up or down as:required. 
When the jack is ascending; the lower 
tipping ey acts simply as a non-return 
device. In the descending position, how- 
ever, a lever mechanism is released which 
enables the lower. plate alternately to 
hold and slide down the pole. The 
‘‘Brikon ” jack is seen in the illustra- 
tion with attachments for providing’ a 
materials platform. This system seems 
to have considerable possibilities, and we 
recommend those interested to. write to 
the firm at Braintree, Essex, for an illus- 
trated copy of the Building, Research 
Station’s report on the jack.

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HALF-YEARLY’ REPORT

or not,”’ it is stated, ‘‘ it has become in- 
creasingly apparent that, having made our 
position clear to the public, the . only 
course open is to adapt ourselves as far 
as we can to the changed and changing 
circumstances.’” The Report again shows 
the quality of the initiating work under- 
taken by the Association in: conjunction 
with its National Federation, especially 
in matters relating to labour and wages. 
Much has been done on. the Building 
Apprenticeship Training Council scheme. 
Since January, 1943, 1,709 apprentices 
have been indentured, 241 of them in the 
month ended June 30 last. The apprentice 
master scheme has met. with considerable 
success, and the manner in which the lads 
have applied themselves to the work has 
given general satisfaction. 

Membership of ‘the Association now 
stands at 1,583, an increase in the past 
six months of 130. The work of the 
area organisations has again been actively 
conducted. The regular issue of circulars 
to members covering day-to-day matters 
has helped ‘greatly in keeping members 
in touch with current developments. Mr. 
E. W. Garrett, the President, and his 
Souncil and staff are to be congratulated 
on Age iy and forward-looking half-year’s 
work, 


CENSUS’ OF PRODUCTION 


MR. FORSDIKE’S CRITICISMS 


Mr. W. H. Forsprxe, President of the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, strongly criticised ~— the 
‘* voluminous ’’ Census of Production form 
which the: Board of Trade have recently 
circulated to builders, in a speech at the 
half-yearly meeting of the Midland Federa- 
tion of Building ‘Trades Employers in 
Northampton last Tuesday. 

Not only should the form be simplified, 
said Mr. .Forsdike, but its issue was ill- 
timed. It should be deferred for at least 
another year, by which time some, at any 
rate, of the many forms builders were now 
required to fill up should have been with- 
drawn, and the difficulties in getting office 
staff should have decreased. 

Mr. Forsdike also warned the local 
authorities who were being tempted to set 
up organisations to build houses by labour 
employed directly by the authorities to 

| think twice before taking that course. They 
were the custodians of the public purse, 
and they could readily confirm from the 
Ministry of Health that the majority of 
direct labour schemes for houses under- 
taken by local authorities between the two 
wars had proved costly failures involving 
large burdens on the rates. 

Mr. Forsdike added that the National 
Joint Production Council of the building 
industry was now interviewing applicants 
for the 25 posts of production officers which 
the council were appointing. These officers 
would begin work early in the autumn. The 
building industry intended to solve its own 
production problems—and no problem was 
more important—and once again the build- 
ing industry was leading the way.

December 31, 1945, and who were work- 
ing in the trade as learners before that 
date and who cannot be covered. by the 
short-term agreement should be allowed 
to complete their training.” 

The number of new apprentices neéded 
to keep up the building foree in London 
is estimated at 3,000 a year.
